. I have rambled among the sunless 
catacombs at Rome, and read the sen- 
tences cut in old Latin along its wonder- 
ful walls; even have had the novel 
pleasure of witnessing the excavations 
made by Dr. Henry Sohliemann in the 
gigantic graves of lava that have held 
"Pompeii, and.have seen him decipher 
hieroglyphics that flowed from pens in 
ancient times. But I was not impressed 
fheu as I have %een lately when exam- 
ining the picture writings of the mys- 


, terioua mound-builders, 
not 
unlike 


Egyptian hieratic script. 


Along the frontier of Mexico are the' 


footprints, one might say, of these pre- 
historic people, aud many & scientific 
Crusoe has seen these footsteps and 
been startled. Builders of monumental 
mounds, cliff-dwellers, with a history 
whose pages have never been perused, 
this mysteriously moving, this ever- 
stirring, this nomadic nation left as 
slight a track among the mountains of 
Mexico as do the Bedouins ou the sandy 
Sahara. 


It is known that the mound-builders 


selected as points of departure for the 
South, Vancouver's Island and the 
neighboring mainland. Back of that 
period it appears impossible to trace 
them. 
Whether the wandering few 
rested there and the curse of eternal 
progiess was lifted; whether fugitives 
from the face of the terrible Tartnr 
found there the nucleus of a new ca- 
tion, will all remain a part of the ar- 
chives gftarded by time. Their origin 
seems absolutely in oblivion. 


From thin vicinity they \vere led by 


following the river courses through tbe 
passes of the mountains iuto the great 
central basin of North America. Tbe 
strange people hud entered a continent 
untrod by man. About that tima Troy 
wag burning ou the other side of tbo 
globe, but the mound-builders knew it 
not. 
Irresistible they drifted south- 


ward. Striking the headwaters of the 


people were of considerable importance 
After a rude but effective fashion, the 
cast copper And iron, from which the 
not only manufactured weapons, bu 
also ornamentt; and coin. They wer 
so distinguished in wrapping amulet 
in silver that the work could soarcel. 
be distinguished from plating. Article 
worked in gold have also been discov 
ered in the caves and mounds. Thei 
pottery was regular in form, though'n 
traces have been found of a potter' 
wheel. The pottery was decorated witl 
animal forms, arabesques and geomel 
rical figures incised with some shar] 
instrument. On their pipes was geuer 
ally their most artistic work. They mad 
cloth, out of vegetable and animal fibre 
A few Btatuottes and figures of animal 
have beeu exhumed from their mounds 
which were thought by some to be idols 
though I doubt that, for all researcl 
points to these wanderers as iconoolasti 
in high degree, and as being devoted ti 
the sole worship of the sun, and ti 
human sacrifice. 
A powerful priest 


hood and a widespread religious system 
is considered to have been paramoun 
among these flro worshippers. 


The inference drawn from an examin 


atiou of the monuments left behind by 
these people is that they were exeed 
ingly numerous; that they were eon 
trolled by despotic power; that the; 
were one great race from Vancouver's 
Island to Florida; that their institutions 
were homogeneous; that they were agri- 
culturists, miners aud artisans; tha 
they were far advanced in the science o: 
war, especially iu the defence of gigantic 
fortified places.

Missouri and the Saskatchewan they 
were conducted into the Mississippi 
Valley. 
In two grsat armies they 


•wandered till they rested on the banks 
of tfie Mississippi river, one army" coni"- 


1 ing by the Ked Biver of the North, and 


the other by the Missouri. 


The remains of the mound-builders 


are placed under four heads: First, 
mounds; second, embankments or ram- 
parts; third, mines and excavations; 
fourth, arts and manufactures. 


The mounds are classed as temple, 
altar, burial, observatory or residence 
mounds. The temple mounds are of 
various forms and sizes, distinguished 
by their truncated tops. 
The altar 


mounds consist of concentric layers of 
earth, sand or gravel; beneath this 
mound is an altar or hearth of baked 
earth, evidently of sacred importance. 
In the burial mounds are even yet 
found the dusty bones of this people, 
sealed in from the air for centuries. 
The observatory mounds were simply 
signal sfatious, along which communi- 
cations were passed between communi- 
ties hundreds of miles apart. The resi- 
dence mounds were terraces elevated 
above the surface of the ground. 
Tne 


garden beds and animal mounds of 
Ohio are a part of the great system of 
mound cities erected by these ancient 
giants. In fact, the animal mounds 
here, as in the North, ura but immense 
bas-reliefs of men, beasts, birds and 
reptiles. 


They then occupied tbe various tribu- 


taries of the Mississippi, following them 
out with a wild instinct. Their wander- 
ings did not cease till their feet pressed 
the Alleghenies, on the east, and till 
they stood in wonderment by the dark 
blue waves of the Mexican gulf. 
They 


drifted iuto Georgia and Florida, aud 
also crossed the Bio Grande into Mex- 
ico. 


High up on tha face of cliffs along 


the deep canyons of Northern Mexico 
are the caves of these curious colonists, 
close to the eyries of eagles, thousands 
of feet above the valleys. 
In some 


oasea a path just the width of a human 
foot leads from the brink of the cliff 
above to the mouth of tha caves, in 
nearly^every instance a narrow ledge 
overgrown with shrubbery. ID these 
oaves they lived and died. 


The embankments and ramparts are 


•classed as defensive and religious. The 
fortifications manifest progress in the 
art of war, at least, as advanced as the

Horr of Washington has taken an 


early stand as an antagonist of the peo- 
ple, by opposing Judge Reagan's Inter- 
state Commerce bill, which is designed 
solely to prevent jailroad companies 
from charging more money for hauling 
freight a short distance than they charge 
for hauling the same load a longer dis- 
tance. For instance, the Reagan bill, 
if it became a law, would not allow a 
railroad company to charge the mer- 
chants of liHko, or Wmnerrmcoa or 
Reno, in this State, $600 to $800 for 
carying n carload of freight from Chi- 
cago, when the tariff charged for carry- 
ing the same load to Sacramento or San 
Francisco—five hundred miles farther— 
is only $300. This Interstate Commerce 
bill is one which vitally concerns Ne- 
vada's welfare. Would it be asking too 
much of the Legislature which assem- 
bles next month at Carson to ask that 
a joint resolution be promptly adopted 
urging Congress to pass this perfectly 
just and righteous measures proposed 
by Mr. Reagan of Texas?

T< 
the business man, who figures the sud 
den suspension of $300 per day or $9,000 
per mouth circulated among a class, i 
large proportion of whom support fam 
ilies that expend each $100 per month 
for the necessaries of life, it does indeed 
look gloomy. Men who have credil 
must be carried, to nn extent, and the 
merchant who carries them takes big 
chances, for after a month's work if the 
future bodes no goo^ they ars very upt 
to take their departure for pastures new 
with no other thought fban self-preser- 
vation and tile happiness of those de- 
pendent upon them. Than again the 
merchant's best customers, those who 
always save a little stake and have an 
exchequer1 to draw upon, are the very

The 
lucky stockholders have nearly every 
one paid their assessment and are satis- 
fied to prospect deeper as well as stop 
ing and working the upper levels, which 
contain a vast quantity of low grade 
ore. 
The Bodie Con. will resume a 


full force in the mine and with over 
$100,000 in the treasury they are abun- 
dantly able to prospect thoroughly, and 
with ore in sight the mill cannot remain 
closed longer than to secure water and 
fix its boilers. There appears to have 
been an excessive economy practiced by 
its late management and to this fact 
one cause might be attributed to the 
ruining of the boilers by the use of 
dirty water—resulting in the closing of 
the mill. Now let us see what is left. 
The Syndicate mill and mine now takes 
the lead as the "old reliable." and the 
curtailing of its force employed is not 
likely to occur for many months to 
come. The New Standard, with a drop 
of seven stamps and u brilliant pros- 
pect, will contribute its mite. The 
Bodie Tunnel is well-known as one of 
the best mines, and it is confidently ex- 
pected that with Superintendent K. K. 
Colcord at its head things will boom in 
that direction. The Mono has nearly a 
million ot high grade ore in sight, 
which will be worked all the same, no 
matter how much the jobbers try to 
manipulate the stock. Space forbids 
the review of many properties inferior 
to those mentioned, but if anyone inter- 
ested has further doubts let him accom- 
pany us to the south end and we will 
make his eyes glitter if there is any 
virtue in free gold and silver.

Instead of jworkod out mining districts, 
the fact of the mutter IH that Nevada 
has just OB fine mining opportuuites as 
it pver liixl. Honest representations 
will have their effect, ami though it will 
cuke time to accomplish thu end, thf 
duy will come when our x3r°mising but 
cow idle euteipnses will receive the at- 
tention they justly deserve. 


An increase of population will follow 


the building up of the mining industry, 
and in no part of ttie State will the 
effect bo greater, proportionately, than 
in Huniboldt county.
